In contrast to a form of government in which the lives and 
property of a man are at the mercy of another man or of a group 
of men is a government of law that is found in a limited monarchy, 
or rn a republic th.it has a constitution, or fundamental law of the 
land, that must be obeyed by any man or group of men that obtains 
control of the government, 
Protected by the ( onstitution, the people of the United States 
have had a feeling of security in the confidence that whatever diffei 
cnee then- might be in the policies of
